sumption that, as the American 
and Canadian dollar will buy 
one-third more British goods 
than before, there will be a prof- 
itable rush on our markets.’”—

ALBERTA, CANADA 


Compulsory Test 
Of Cars Necessary . 


The official publication of the 
Saskatchewan government 
ports that spot checks were made 
in which automobiles at scatter- 
ed points in the province were 
tested. The results of these tests 
indicated that 80 per cent of the 
automobiles on the Saskatche- 
wan highways were defective 
with respect to lights or brakes 
or stearing. 

Since each of these is vitally 
important for safe driving it 
means that 80 per cent of these 
automobiles were unsafe to a 
greater or lesser degree, unsafe 
to be on the highway. 

There is no reason to believe 
that Saskatchewan cars are 
different from those in Alberta, 
either as to age or condition 

Thus these findings of the Sas- 
katchewan government can be 
taken as a fairly good indication 
of what could be expected if 
cars in Alberta were to be tested 
for defects. 

That is a situation which is de- 
plor The fact that it is per- 
m d is disgraceful, After all, 
there is no reason why anyone 
should drive a defective car and 
the fact cars are driven in that

sheer negligence 
Many Unaware 
Repairs Needed 
Many drivers are not con- 


sciously negligent in this. There 
are many driving defective cars 
who would have them fixed if 
they realized that they were de- 
fective. That is just another of 
the things discovered in this 
Saskatchewan test..Many drivers 
who had their cars tested were 
quite confident that they would 
be found in perfect condition 
They were shocked to discover 
that they were driving with de- 
fective steering or with brakes 
which would not give them the 
contro] they could have if the 
brakes were properly adjusted. 
In these cases there is no point 
in velying upon safety publicity, 
because such a driver may be 
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very conscientious in trying to 
drive safely, Unless he is shown 
that his car is not safe, he will 
not realize that the only certain 
method is to have a periodic 
check made by a competent 
mechanic who has the necessary 
equipment 

Thus the only final solution to 
this whole problem of unsafe 
cars is to have the periodic test- 
ing of cars made compulsory. 

In this the Government is not 
alone to blame, Insurance com- 
panies also have a responsibility, 

Insurance rates ate increased 
because of the number of acci- 
dents. Yet insurance companies 
actually encourage those acci- 
dents because they neither pros 
vide any premium incentive for 
safe driving or the maintenance 


of safe vehicles

Yet Alberta traffic is increasing 
tremendously and the number of 
vehicles licensed in Alberta is 
increasing steadily. 

Compulsory driving and 
compulsory inspections of motor 
vehicles will not, of course, stop 
accidents, but it wili reduce the 
number of accidents by keeping 
defective and drivers who 
are not capable of driving, off 
the roads. That will leave only 
those who are in a position to 
drive properly but fail to do so 
and the courts should be able to 
deal with those.

Drills, Discount 


& Drouth Dollars

RED DEER, Oct. 81.—Here were the grass roots of 

democracy waving in action. 

Men who were grey were growing a little more grey 
in the service of their fellows-—simply because their names 
happened to be on papers that made them councillors— 
trying to save a dollar here, make a dollar there, so every- 
body could have a better road 
to get to town, a little more 
assistance when times get 
tough 

The Central Alberta As- 
sociation of Municipal Dis- 
tricts was founded on a prob- 
lem some five years ago, and 

when a couple of dozen dele- 
gates got together for their annual meeting over the week- 
end, they found problems still exist. 

But times have changed. Where five years ago the 
association was built to get a better deal in gopher poi- 
son, this time they talked about the damage done by drill- 
ing crews; how to dicker for dollars from seismograph 
crews, how to make a drouth less desperate and how to 
put an umbrella under hail. 

The new trend was in the seismograph outfits. 
They travel the municipal districts on trucks, come 
under the vehicle laws. 


Tax Like Contractors? 

It was the feeling of the delegates these outfits should 
be assessable, the same as a contractor, and it was their 
feeling, too, there should be more strict control over drill- 
ing crews whose left-overs—holes in ditches, chewed-up 
roads—could become costly hazards. 

And these men looked to the skies and their eyes 
led them to the east. 

They thought of skies that sometimes shone so 
mercilessly that no rains came and there was drouth. 


And when they looked to the east they saw the sun- 
rise of the taxpayers’ dollar which they were selected to 
protect and they thought of the Prairie Farm Assistance 
Act and they thought it wasn’t as broad as it may be for 
a country with such broad skies. 

So by resolution they asked for reduction of the pres- 
ent 90 townships required to constitute an emergency as 
the act sees one. 

They asked that division of a township be changed 
so it does not follow the boundaries but would take in a 
required number of sections because rain, or lack of it, 
doesn’t follow township boundaries, either. 

And they asked for a government hail insurance 
scheme. 


Tax Collections Wrong? 

By those thoughts, which they will present to the 
parent municipal organization meeting in Calgary short- 
ly, they hope to lighten the tribulations of he farmers. 

But in another respect they believed they had been 
working in reverse for years. They talked about tax dis- 
counts, came to the conclusion a tax discount was not so 
much an opportunity to save as it was a penalty for the 
man who lacked the money to save at the time he could 
save it. 

They heard that the Lacumbe district was doing 
away with tax discounts because councillors could see 
little point in levying for a tax then reducing it. 

Some thought it six of one and half a dozen of the 
other. Discounts brought in money to finance over a 
period for which it would otherwise be necessary to bor- 
row and pay back interest. But at the same time, tax dis- 
counts meant up to three extra mills on the tax levy, so 
a man go it back but paid it, anyway. 


Problem Too Complex 

It was a complex problem, and beyond agreeing with 
the man who said thai for all these years municipal financ- 
ing had been working,in reverse because taxes were col- 
lected at wrong time of the year, they did nothing about 
it. 


So the people who five years ago got together to 
solve some problems about buying gopher poison left 
their round table discussions ¢ the table may 
be round but the problems still had some mighty square 
corners, 


And to any observer it was obvious that if it was not 
for these men who accept the responsibility of each divi- 
sion of a municipal district the whole farming economy 
would be going around in circles, and not around a table, 
either.
